E Cuartes S. Ruyne, President of 
the American Bar Association, will 
be the featured speaker at the Annual 
Alumni Luncheon, scheduled this 
year for 12 noon, Saturday, April 
26, at the Willard Hotel. 

Mr. Rhyne, who received his 
LL.B. degree from the University in 
1937, will speak on University 
growth and development. A native 
of North Carolina, he attended Duke 
University before coming to George 
Washington. Mr. Rhyne is senior 
partner in the Washington firm of 
Rhyne, Mulling, Conner, & Rhyne. 
An expert in aviation law, he is a 
member of six bar associations, and 
is a past president of the George 
Washington Law Association.

Street, N. W., recently acquired by 
the University, is being completely 
renovated and will include facilities 
for alumni social functions as well 
as office space on the first floor. 

A reception room, with adjoin- 
ing kitchen, serving pantry, and cloak 
room, will be available for alumni 
meetings and social gatherings. A 
completely new addressograph sys- 
tem is also being installed. 

Bacon Hall will also be the new 
location of the University’s Graduate 
Council; the Office of Educational 
Counseling; the office of the Dean 
for Sponsored Research; and Law 
faculty offices. 


Trustees’ Committee to Consider 
Future Leadership of the University 


E At the regular meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the University 
on March 13, 1958, President Cloyd 
H. Marvin indicated he felt that the 
time had come when there should be 
a consideration of the future leader- 
ship of the University and requested 
that a committee of the Board be 
appointed to confer with him on 
this matter.

Fleming, Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, appointed the following 
Board members as a committee: Mr.

University Adds New Facilities 


New equipment available this year to students of 
medicine, languages, science, and engineering 


E Moopern technological equipment 
to keep pace with ever-changing ed- 
ucational techniques has recently 
been installed at the University. 


The School of Engineering has 
acquired the electrical digital com- 
puter which was originally built at 
a cost of approximately $100,000 by 
the Office of Naval Research and 
later used by the University’s Navy 
Logistics Research Project. 


The University thus becomes 
the only college in the Washington- 
Baltimore area with a computer avail- 
able for the work of undergraduate 
students. 


Next fall, a new course, “Digital 
Computer Laboratory,” will provide 
instruction for students in the use of 
the computer. 


The School of Medicine’s De- 
partment of Physiology laboratory 
has been completely renovated and 
reestablished on a basis of unit lab- 
oratory teaching, 


Each of the six new units pro- 
vides the most modern equipment for 
laboratory instruction in physiology. 


One instructor and 12 students will 
work in each of the six units. 

Laboratories for the Department 
of Biochemistry have also been com- 
pletely renovated, providing the most 
modern equipment for biochemical 
research. A recent grant of $15,569 
from the Atomic Energy Commission 
provides for the purchase of equip- 
ment and supplies for medical stu- 
dent training in Radioisotopes and 
Radiobiology. 

Last fall, students began using 
the language workshop in the De- 
partment of Romance Languages for 
the first time. Thirty sound-proof 
booths allow beginning students to 
listen to a voice native to the lan- 
guage, to record their own voices 
repeating the words of the authen- 
tically native voice, and to play back 
both for comparison, enhancing 
greatly the students’ aural-oral pro- 
ficiency. 

An underground storage vault is 
now being constructed on the prop- 
erty recently acquired by the Univer- 
sity at 717 21st Street, N. W. To be 
completed within the next few 
months, the vault will provide maxi- 
mum safety conditions for the stor- 
age of chemicals, and will be access- 
ible through the basement of 
next-door Corcoran Hall, in which 
the Department of Chemistry is lo- 
cated. A new Chemistry laboratory 
will occupy a part of the space in 
Corcoran Hall formerly used for 
storage of chemicals. 


University Hospital 


Opens Polio Center 


E The George Washington Univer- 
sity Hospital will open the first polio 
respiratory and rehabilitation center 
in the Washington area early this 
summer. 

The center was financed by a 
grant of $79,457 to the hospital by 
the National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis. It is one of 18 such 
centers in the country which will be 
in operation by the end of the year. 


O. S. Cotcroucu, Dean of Facul- 
ties, is at present in Geneva, Switzer- 
land, as a United States Representative 
to the United Nations Conference on 
the Law of the Sea. 


Dr. Peter ComanpuRras, Associate 
Clinical Professor of Medicine, has 
been named Secretary General of 
MEDICO, a recently organized pro- 
gram of medical international coopera- 
tion which will send teams of physicians 
and medically trained assistants to un- 
derdeveloped countries. One of the 
creators of MEDICO, which is spon- 
sored by the International Rescue Com- 
mittee, Dr. Comanduras is currently on 
leave of absence from the School of 
Medicine visiting 27 nations to ascertain 
needs and make recommendations to 
the new organization. 


Josepu R. Sizoo, Milbank Profes- 
sor of Religion, has recently been hon- 
ored by three national organizations. 
He was selected “Clergy Churchman 
of the Year 1958” by the Religious 
Heritage of America, Inc. Freedoms 
Foundation of Valley Forge, Pennsyl- 
vania, announced that Dr. Sizoo will 
receive the George Washington Honor 
Medal for 1957. The Potomac Branch 
of the Holland Society of New York 
presented a testimonial of appreciation 
to Dr. Sizoo last month for “outstand- 
ing contribution to God and country.” 


Joun F. Latimer, Professor of 
Classical Languages and Literatures 
and Assistant Dean of Faculties, is the 
author of Whats Happened to Our 
High Schools, a study of the evolution 
and present structure of the American 
high school curriculum. 


Martin A. Mason, Dean of the 
School of Engineering, has heen elected 
to the Board of the Engineering Foun- 
dation. 


Dr. Joun Parks, Dean of the 
School of Medicine, received the 1958 
Award of Merit of The George Wash- 
ington University Medical Society. 


Lewis Stack, Professor of Physics 
and Executive Officer of the Department 
of Physics, received an Evening Star 
research grant of $2,500 for research in 
Nuclear Spectroscopy, the study of the 
structure of nuclei as determined from 
the radiations they emit. 


Davin S. Brown, Professor of Pub- 
lic Administration, will be Visiting Pro- 
fessor of Administration this summer at 
the Royal Institute of Science and 
Technology, University of Glasgow, 
Scotland. ; 


Alumni Fund Report 


E At the first report meeting of the 
National Alumni Fund Committee, 
Chairman George E. Muth reported 
contributions for the first two weeks 
of the two-month campaign of $12,- 
059.14. 

This figure represents almost 50 
per cent of last year’s total giving. 
The most encouraging aspect of the 
report, however, was that the aver- 
age gift so far this year is more 
than double last year’s average. The 
amount reported was given by 540 
alumni, approximately one-fifth of 
last year’s contributors, and the aver- 
age gift so far this year is over 
$22.00, as opposed to last year’s av- 
erage of $9.89. 

Century Club members—those 
contributing $100.00 or more—had 
almost doubled at this early stage of 
the campaign. Last year, there were 
only 31 Century Club members, and 
already that number has been in- 
creased this year to 60. 


Special Law Review 


® A special symposium issue of The 
George Washington Law Review, de- 
voted to the regulatory functions of 
the Department of Agriculture and 
containing articles by career lawyers 
of the Department, was recently pre- 
sented to Agriculture Secretary Ben- 
son in an informal ceremony. 


Masonic Fellowships 


E Consistories of the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite of Freema- 
sonry in three states now sponsor 
Fellowships at the University for 
work leading toward the master’s de- 
gree in the School of Government. 

Louisiana consistories have 
sponsored Fellowships for the past 
two years, and Montana and Ne- 
braska consistories will join the pro- 
gram next fall. Scottish Rite bodies 
in thirteen other states and in the 
Philippines have expressed an inter- 
est in sponsoring similar Fellowships 
in the near future. 

The purpose of the Fellowships 
is “the education of young men and 
women for government leadership, 
federal, state, and local.” Fellows 
in the program are chosen from grad- 
uates of accredited colleges in the 
sponsoring states and receive a sti- 


pend of $1,800. 


Records, Slides Available 


E Two recordings, together with il- 
lustrative color and black-and-white 
slides, are being made available 
through the Office of Alumni Rela- 
tions to all local and regional alumni 
groups of the University. 


One of the recordings is de- 
signed for the use of Alumni Fund 
Campaign workers, both local and 
regional. It contains the voices of 
Max Farrington, Director of Devel- 
opment at the University; Otto W. 
Schoenfelder, President of the Gen- 
eral Alumni Association; George E. 
Muth, 1958 National Alumni Fund 
Chairman; Robert E. Newby, Re- 
gional Coordinator for the 1958 
Alumni Fund; and Thomas Brown, 
Director of Alumni Relations. 


A second presentation of record- 
ing and slides is now being com- 
pleted. It will feature a Deans’ Re- 
port, with an introduction by Dean 
of Faculties O. S. Colclough and 
reports on each of the University’s 
colleges, schools, and divisions by 
their respective deans. 


James R. KiırKLAND, Judge of 
the District Court of the United 
States for the District of Columbia 
and immediate past president of the 
University’s General Alumni Asso- 
ciation, died at the University Hos- 
pital on February 25, 1958. 

Judge Kirkland received three 
degrees from the University: AB ’27, 
LLB ’28, and LLM ’29. Always an 
active member of the General Alum- 
ni Association, he served as a Vice 
President of that organization before 
being elected President in 1955 and 
again in 1956. He also served as Pro- 
fessor of Criminal Law and Pro- 
cedure, Professor of Moot Court, and 
Judge of Moot Court for the Univer- 
sity Law School.

University athletic teams will be 
defending conference championships in 
golf, tennis, and baseball during the 
next two months, after exciting basket- 
ball and football seasons. 

Football Coach “Bo” Sherman is 
currently conducting spring practice, 
and although there are only eight letter- 
men returning from last year’s team, 
which posted a 2-7 record, several 
promising freshmen indicate better 
things are in store for next fall.

With every member 
of the squad returning next year, the 
addition of 6'9” freshman star Bill In- 
gram provides added insurance for an- 
other top-notch Reinhart team. All home 
games next year will be played at the 
Fort Myer gymnasium. 


This spring, the golf team, led by 
last year’s individual Conference cham- 
pion Jay Randolph, the tennis team, 
with brothers Jack and Jim Tarr re- 
turning, and the baseball team, with 
most of last year’s lettermen back, have 
high hopes of repeating as Conference 
champions in all three sports.
